half of the American Newspaper Pub- 
lishers' association was submitted to- 
day to the congressional commission 
on postal matters, \vhioh is in session 
here and which is inquiring especially 
into what, steps shall bo taken by the 
government to obliterate the large an- 
nual deficits in postal revenues, due 
it. is alleged, to the handling of ro 
many tons of second e:lass matter at 
the rate of one cent per pound. 


The brief is designed to show that 


the legitimate daily newspapers are 
not the cause of the deficit and con 
sequently are entitled to a continuance 
of the prevailing rate. It is asserted 
that while the government itself has 
to pay more than ten cents to carry 
the ten cout magazine from thr pub- 
lishing office to the news stand and 
subscriber, it derives a profit from the 
carrying of the daily newspapers. 
It 


is declared that the newspapers have 
been improperly included in sweeping 
assertions that all those entitled to 
the second class mailing privilege en- 
joy a gratuity and subsidy from the 
government. 
The brief 
points out 


that, the recent deficits in postal reve- 
nues were anticipated by Postmasters 
General Smith and Payne because of 
the establishment of the rural free de 
livery system and that the deficits 
need not be viewed with apprehen- 
sion. 


The brief suggests steps that may 


partially remedy 
the abuses which 


have furnished 
opcasion 
for com- 


plaint. 


The belief 
Is expressed 
that the 


transportation of newspapers at one 
cent per pound Is profitable, inasmuch 
as express and 
railroad companies 


find a profit In carrying newspapers 
and other articles at rates varying 
from a quarter of a cent a pound to 
one cent a pound, giving more and 
better service for the money and car- 
rying long distances at the cent a 
pound rate. 


The brief asserts that the situation 


as to postal deficits Is not so bad as 
appears at first glance. The country 
Is growing with amazing rapidity.

STATE MAY REGULATE 


Law Giving State Power to Exercise 


Control in General Way Goes 


Safely Through Courts. 


Cincinnati, Oct. 2.—The Kentucky 


racing commission law was declared 
constitutional 
and 
the 
injunction 


against the racing commission was 
dissolved and the case remanded to 
the lower court, for further proceed- 
ing by the United States circuit court 
of appeals in this city today. The de- 
cision was announced by Judge Coch- 
ran. 


The last legislature passed what is 


known as the racing commission law. 
the purpose being to avoid conflicting 
dates on tracks at the same place and 
to limit racing in general so as to 
avoid too long meetings at any one 
point. 
The Douglas park track at 


Louisville brought, suit against 
the 


members of the racing commission 
individually to restrain them 
from 


preventing the holding of a 'race meet- 
ing during the time set. for a rival 
track. 
The lower court granted the 


injunction, and the case was at once 
appealed. This injunction was today 
dissolved and the law declared to be 
constitutional in a long opinion in 
which all the points raised in the low- 
er court were gone over. 


Board Has Much Power. 


The state racing commission law. 


which was upheld by the federal cir- 
cuit court of appeals today, was passed 
by the last session of the Kentucky 
legislation. 
It places the regulation 


of races in the state under a stat 
board 
of racing 
commissioners ap- 


pointed by the governor, which has 
full power to grant, dates or prevent 
race meetings as It sees flt. 


Suit, to test the law was begun by 


Louis Cella. of St. Louis, and others, 
members of the Western Jockey club, 
and owners of the Douglas park truck 
at Louisville. They were nt first re- 
fused dates, and sought an Injunction 
in the federal court, here, which was 
granted. Judge Evans holding that the 
law was unconstitutional. The deci- 
sion of the higher court reverses this 
decision.

NEW IMMIGRATION RULES. 


American Inspectors at St. John Get 


Set of Regulations. 


St. John, N. B., Oct. 2.—The Amer- 


ican Immigration inspectors here have 
received a new set of regulations gov- 
erning the admission of persons to 
tne United States. The immigration 
department of the United States In an 
effort to exclude from that country al! 
who may in any way be considered 
undesirable citizens has decided that 
an examination similar to the one for 
"first papers" or the preliminary steps 
towards naturalization'shall be made 
at the border. Hence under the new 
regulations all persons from Canada 
who intend residing In the states will 
be questioned at, great length.
